The Controller of the Currency 


Gives His Decision. 


The Whole Matter Referred to 4he 
& Court of Claims for Adjustment. 


The Controller Assort* HI* Rlgrlit to Kefuso 


the 1'iiyment of Those Claims 011 the 


Ground of the Uiicotistltutlonallty 


-of thp Appropriation Act. 


"\VASIJINGTON, Sept. 6.—The long-eix- 


pectod and much-anticipated decision 
of Mr. K, B. Bowler, controller of the 
treasury in the sugar bounty cases 
was made public Thursda3r afternoon. 


As predicted ten days ago the con- 


troller refers the whole matter to the 
ccmrt of claims for adjudication. 
The 


particular case decided was the claim 
of the Oxnard Beet Sugar Co., of Ne- 
braska, for the pajTnent of a portion of 
the suR-ar bounty appropriated in the 
sundry civil bill passed by the. last 
congress. 
The amount involved in 


this case was only §11,783.50, being the 
first claim allowed by the commission- 
er of internal revenue, under an ap- 
propriation of 5238,000 to pay the pro- 
ducers of beet, sorghum or c^ne sugar 
previous to the 28th of August, 181)4, 
when the sugar bounty provisions of 
the McKinlcy law were repealed. But 
the decision, of course, involves the 
constitutionality of all sugar bounties. 


The controller first asserts his juris- 


diction over the matter and his right 
to refuse payment of these bounties ^n 
the ground of the unconstitutionality 
of the appropriation. He quotes the 
decision of the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia in a suit brought 
before them by the Miles Plant Manu- 
facturing Co>, of Louisiana, fo* a man- 
damus to compel tho secretary of the 
treasury and the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue to pay the sugar boun- 
ties provided by the McKinley law and 
holds in substance that that court hav- 
ing decided 
all such 
bounties 
to 


be unconstitutional, its decision was 
one of which wo was bound to take 
cognizance.

The drafts are known as cashier's 


drafts, and are drawn on the bank's 
correspondents in other cities.

Continental national baak, of New 
York, is tbe correspondent of the First 
national bank of this city, and for this 
Ritson had about fifty drafts printed. 
The other drafts were drawn on the 
Citizens', of Louisville, Ky., the Citi- 
zens' national, of Milwaukee, the Eos- 
ton Bank, of Boston,-Mass., and five 
New York banks. Ritson could not 
satisfactorily explain his object in hav- 
ing the drafts printed and he was held 
in 51,000 bail for further bearing-.

Ami They Stopped, Init They Got Two Uell» 


anil Will Go Ou—A Little IMtYoreiico of 
' Opinion—Street Cars to lie Run 


Twice an Ofioii as at Present. - 


The Street Kail way company ou the 


onii side and the city solicitor and city 
engineer ou the other side came to- 
gether this morning on a little differ- 
ence of opinion as to the powers and 
authority of the party of the first part. 
The solicitor was on the poiut of ar- 
resting the whole concern for tearing 
up the streets, when the officers of the 
road hoard of his intentions and de- 
sisted in their work of destruction. It 
was a case of diiTerenb constructions of 
the law but the. difference will be set- 
tled amicably aud wit.hout the threat- 
ened litigation and bloodshed. 


It came about in this 
\v;iy. The 


Street lluilway company has deeiilor! 
to improve the service by runninfC cars 
within the city limits twice as often as 
at present. 
This would {five a car 


every 
7>^ minutes. 
To do this it 


was necessary to put in an additional 
switch 
between the OiTuere street 


switch and the one on 
Chillicothe 


street and to utilix.o the one OQ Second 
at Market street. 
They decided to lay 


the new switch on Ninth between John 
and Fimllay and this morning work- 
men started to'do so. Some one com- 
plained to the engineer and he iu turn 
reported to Solicitor Woodrow. 


The solicitor decided to get out an 


injuuotiou, but the work of laying the 
switch was progressing rapidly, and 
might be completed before the neces- 
sary papers could be prepared, and he 
decided to arrest, the workmen and 
officers of the road for tearing up the 
street. The otlicers were notified, and 
a conference was held in the mayor's 
otliuc. The solicitor insisted that the 
company had no right to lay a switch 
or to tear up the street for any purpose 
without permission of council, and he 
would do all in his power to prevent it. 
The otlicers of the street railroad com- 
pany insisted that their franchise gave 
them the right to lay new switches or 
change the ones already in position 
whenever the improvement of the ser- 
vice demanded it. 
However, they were 


not disposed to have any trouble over 
it, aud agreed to get permission from 
the street committee of the council 
and the city engineer, which the solici- 
tor said would be necessai\y. This was 
satisfactory all around, and the solici- 
tor decided not to push the proposed 
prosecution. 


Two of the members of the commit- 


tee, 
Merrill aud Herthold. have con- 


sented to allow the work to go on, but 
the third member, the chairman, Mr. 
Winter, is out of the city, and it will 
not bo resumed until his return, unless 
satisfactory to all concerned. 


The improved service will be very 


acceptable to patrons of the roiid, and 
marks an important epoch iu the pro- 
gross and success of that valued insti- 
tution. 
Under the new schedule there 


will be 
a 
car every 7.U' minutes 


within the city limits, _thc present 
schedule of a car every fifUH'n minutes 
prevailing outside, anil every other car 
running through to Now Koston.
